New Gold Currency 
Created in China; 
All Banks to Close 


NANKING, Aug. 19 W)—The Chi- 


nese government announced tonight 
creation of a new "gold yuan" cur- 
rency worth 25 cents—three million 
times the value of the old inflation- 
riddled money it replaces. 


Shanghai financial circles im- 


mediately expressed doubts that 
this drastic measure would suc- 
ceed in the long- run. 


They said it might wipe out the 


present black market in currency, 
as the new fixed rate is approxi- 
mately that of the illegal money 
changers. But. unless the new money 
has some substantial backing, the 
net result would be merely to cut 
off some of the zeros in current 
astronomical transactions.

More Gains for Labor 
IT SHOULD be remembered that when the 


Taft-Hartley law was passed, the CIO- 


PAC organization announced that it would 
fight to defeat every member of Congress 
who voted for it. 


Since that time, 147 "members who sup- 


ported the Act have come up for reriomina- 
tion, and 13? of them have won. And only 
one of the 10 who lost represented a major 
northern industrial district, where CIO-PAC 
supporters are supposed to be strong. 


This certainly indicates that the rank and 


file of union labor, like the rank and file of 
the voters at large, doesn't servilely follow 
the orders of the big-shot union officers. 
•And there is plenty of reason why it should 
not. The leaders denounced the Taft-Hartley 
-Act as a slave labor law, which would make 
the most ruthless exploitation of the worker 
hoth possible and inevitable. 


Yet what has actually happened? 
Some of the principal labor groups have 


made some of their greatest gains since the 
law was passed. Soft coal is a prime ex- 
ample. The new contract gives the miners 
an extremely liberal pension plan. It further 
increased 'pay—even though the miners re- 
ceived the highest wage of any comparable 
group before the new contract. The shore 
working day remains in effect. Every benefit 
the miners had before the Taft-Hartley Act, 
was retained, and more are now enjoyed. 


Workers in steel, automobile and other 


big industries have also won new gams. To 
say that the Taft-Hartley Act has in any 
•way .weakened labor is to deny the obvious 
truth.

Steelman project mam- 


tain that he favors the firm in order to 
protect the RFC's loan of $25,500,000 
which he forced that agency to make 
"•against.^its . better judgment., ^ He also 
ac&ed under-pressufe from1' certain politi- 
cians on Capitol Hill and Irom veterans' 
groups. 


The head of'Lustron, which has con- 


,ducted- an extensive advertising cam- 
paign in newspapers and magazines, even 
thought it has not yet got into large-scale 
production, is Carl G. Strandlund, a big, 
jovial and likable individual. 'He is said 
to have made an excellent record in 
shortening the time for construction of 
tanks during the war. Now he seems to 
be as great a favorite' with' the Truman 
Administration as Henry J. Kaiser was 
with the Roosevelt regime.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. ML D. 


IN" spite of the fact that we know its 


cause and have better methods of treat- 
ment than ever before in history, tuber- 
culosis still continues to be one of our 
important health problems. 


For years, scientists have dreamed of 


producing increased resistance to the 
germs which cause this disease bjf means 
of vaccination. 
If this could be done, 


they reasoned, exposure to the germs 
would be less dangerous. Young infants, 
particularly susceptible to the disease, 
could be protected during this early, haz- 
ardous period even though they lived in 
crowded quarters where tuberculosis 
germs were rife. It would also be of 
value among doctors and nurses, who are 
repeatedly exposed to germs by reason of 
their occupation. 


The vaccination would have to be 


given before tuberculosis infection was 
• actually acquired, for there is no evidence 
that any vaccine, however 
powerful, 


•would alter the course of a disease which 
is already present. 


This was the dream and, in 1906, a 


couple of French scientists took the firsfc' 
step forward toward" realizing it. Thir- 
teen years later a vaccine, called BCG, 
made from tuberculosis germs obtained 
from cows, was developed. The germs 
used were so treated as to be weakened 
but not killed. 


But, in science, the gap between a 


dream and its complete realization is long 
and it was not until recently that the 
vaccine was used to the United States, 
and then only to a limited extent. It is 
given by placing a few drops of vaccina 
on the" sterilized i skin of the arm, and, 
•with a sharp needle, a number of skin 
punctures 'are made through the v&ccma^ 
just as are made with smallpox vatcm*.
